What's happening 


From January, the Bayswater Level Crossing project team will be 
moving on-site. We will establish a project site office and start 
identifying key underground services, such as water and electricity, 
and start relocating these where necessary. We will also begin 
construction of the new station building and bus interchange. 


To make room for construction there will be changes to parking and bus stop 


locations at Bayswater Station.

2016.
